How About English? 
After sizing up Oelbert. how-ever, 
we can hear the echoes from Cata­ 
lina Island: What about Elwood 
English of the Cube? 
For the time being they can’t be 
compared on the spot by this ob­ 
server. but i he records and the tes­ 
timony are strong enough to enable 
English to dispute Gelbert’s claim to 
top rank, confining the debate for 
the moment to the National league. 
English outhit Gelbert by a sub­ 
stantial margin last year, posting 
an average of .335, the best of his 
career. The Cub star is 24. but this 
is his fifth major league campaign, 
whereas Gelbert is just starting his 
third. 
English also came along like a 
house afire last year and no less an 
authority and neutral observer than 
Col. Dan Howley of tile Reds thinks 
thut El wood’s batting gives him the 
edge over Gelbert, up to the pres­ 
ent. 
But Joe lilt .345 
So iar as the American league is 
concerned, the boys can argue ah 
evening about the respective merits 
of English and Getbert, then look 
over the ace of the shortstoppers, 
Joseph Cronm. who batted .345 and 
had as much to do as any indi­ 
vidual with th»* sensational rise of 
the washington senators last sea­ 
son. 
Cronin, also 24, is rangier, heavier 
and more of a slugger than either 
English or Oelbert. He played spec­ 
tacularly afield and was voted the 
American leagues most valuable 
player in 1930. 
AU three of the youngsters, in a 
year, have leaped away up toward 
the front and become stars in a po­ 
sition that seemed to be shy of its 
old class. All three will be very 
much in tile limelight this year. 


while coaching at Alabama Poly 
(Auburn> in 1895. not by Mr. Glenn 
Scobey (Pop! Warner at Cornell in 
1897. 
This evidence is from Mi*. Heis- 
man himself, who noted what Mr. 
Warner had to say recently through 
this pillar of sports opinion and 
writes me as follows: 
“What Mr. Warner saw of Au­ 
burn’s play he says he observed 
when he scouted Auburn in 1896. 
But that was just one year too late, 
because I invented the play in Oc­ 
tober. 1895. and my Auburn team 
of that year played it successfully 
against Vanderbilt at Nashville in 
that same month and year....... 
"Tlmt same year—still 1895—we 
played the University of Georgia, 
with Mr. Warner coaching the lat­ 
ter team, at Brisbane Park. Atlanta, 
on Thanksgiving Day. The second 
half of that game we again pulled 
the play and Harry Smith, left half­ 
back. this time ran 40 yards with 
the ball under his jersey for a 
touchdown. 
••It happened, however, that Geor­ 
gia was offside on that very play 
and the ball had to be called back, 
with Auburn awarded IO yards for 
the offside play. In those days you 
will recall, one could not decline the 
penalty. 
“Where Mr. Warner’s attention 
was rivited on that particular day 
and occasion I can have no idea, 
but certain it is that the Georgia 
rooters yelled very derisively when 
the referee called the touchdown off 
and shame-faced Harry Smith was 
thereby forced to pull the ball out 
from under his jersey......... 
“The ball w*as actually hidden un­ 
der his clothing—right next to his 
stomach. We played it from a close 
formation line-up by huddling in a 
ring, as Mr. Warner says. . . . 
When and where Mr. Warner first 
had HI8 man hide the ball under 
his clothing I cannot say.” 
The Matter Rests 
In the same mall I have a letter 
from Halfback Harry Smith, now a 
Richmond business man. relaying 
his “check-up’ with Quarterback 
Tichenor of the fact that Auburn 
used the trick play only twice in 
1895 and not at nil in 1896, as War­ 
ner recalled 
So the great "hidden-bair mys­ 
tery seems to be solved. It should
